Ben Krumholz - A week after holding a public input session, the Green Bay Board of Education
quickly agreed on the referendum questions it wants to present to voters in April. “I think this really
represents a needs-based referendum as opposed to adding things that people would look at as luxury
items,” said Brenda Warten, the school board president. The first referendum question is for $68.25
million. Of that, $25.8 million would be used to rebuild Baird Elementary School, increasing its capacity
by 204 students. Another $19.5 million would be used to add classrooms to Eisenhower, Martin, Red
Smith, Sullivan and Danz schools. The rest of the money would go to new, secured entrances at seven
other schools: Doty, Jackson, Jefferson, Keller, King, Wequiock and Wilder. Five other schools,
Webster, Washington, East High, Edison, and John Dewey Academy of Learning would also receive
renovations. The second referendum question asks taxpayers if the schoo! board can exceed its revenue
limit by $16.5 million each year for the next 10 years. Without this referendum question passing,
Warren says the district would likely have to make $18 million in cuts to this year's budget, District
leaders say expiring debt means the referendum requests will not raise the tax rate. The district plans to
hold informational sessions over the next two months to answer any questions voters ask.

This will save
students an average of $360/year. Walker would then backfill the lost revenue with a $35 million grant
for the system. "Wisconsin is a leader in quality education, we should also be a leader when it comes to
atfordable education," Walker said. Separate from the $35 million, Walker's plan calls for giving more
than $100 million to the UW System over the next two years. UW-Green Bay Chancellor Gary Miller
said the investment comes as universities are still reeling from the $250 million cut in last budget cycle.

According to GasBuddy, the average price of a gallon of gas in the Green Bay area rose 6.5 cents last
week, to $2.29 as of Sunday. In the Appleton area, gas went up 5.4 cents per gallon to $2.25. Analysts
say the jump was expected. "Last Wednesday's weekly report from the Energy Information
Administration provided some energy for the storms to develop at gas pumps based on a weak showing
in crude oil inventories -- barely increasing as supply and demand finally sees more balance, pushing oil
prices higher," Patrick DeHaan, senior petroleum analyst for GasBuddy.com said. "Motorists should
expect to see a more sustained upward trend at the pump through Memorial Day, but thankfully the
seasonal rise could still be less severe than what we've seen in prior years."

In addition to the dispute over email, Holtz
was accused of trying to bribe another candidate to drop out of the race before the primary election -- a
charge Holtz has denied.

John Nygren crafted 11 bills based on recommendations
from the governor's opioid task force. The package includes proposals that would grant legal immunity
to people who overdose, allow school workers to administer overdose antidotes to students and require
the University of Wisconsin System to open a school where high school addicts can continue their
education during recovery. Other measures would allocate $5.5 million more over the next two years for
treatment programs and four additional state drug agents. He expects all 11 bills will pass by April.

Ben Krumholz - Father Ken DeGroot hoped to ease the concerns of the Green Bay
area’s Hispanic community, a group he has preached to and become friends with starting
in the early 1990s, by organizing a gathering in the GB community Center. DeGroot co-
founded the Hispanic resource center Casa Alba Melanie, which teamed up with Green
Bay Police to organize a night of discussion about immigration issues. “We want to
reduce the fear,” said Captain Kevin Warych of the Green Bay Police Department. Media
was not invited into the discussion, because organizers said cameras might scare people
away. Green Bay Police Chief Andrew Smith tells FOX 11 the meeting lasted more than
two hours and more than 300 people were in attendance. “Tonight's event is really to
address these issues and to show them the role of immigration/deportation is not the role
of the Green Bay Police Department. It's the role of the federal government,” said Warych.
President Trump signed executive order on immigration enforcement last month, allowing
local law enforcement to essentially double as immigration agents. Chief Smith said the
department will continue to operate under its current immigration policy until a law is
passed requiring the department to act differently.
